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The request for reconsideration does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments do not 
overcome the rejections set forth in the 10/20/2006 Final Rejection. In the Response to Arguments section of the 10/20/2006 Final 
Rejection, the examiner has pointed out the Figures in the prior art that show all of the claimed elements. It is noted that all of the 
independendent claims 1, 10, 12 and 19 of the instant application recite "comprising:" and then recite the claimed elements. In other 
words, these are open ended independent claims that do not limit all of the movement, steering and alignment of the print media to be 
performed only by the plurality of media carriers/belts in Japanese Publication No. 56-1 13641 . Such media carriers/belts contribute to the 
movement, steering and alignment of the print media, and therefore meet the claims. The fact that another element (e.g., element 7 of 
Japanese Publication No. 56-113641) may or may not help to contribute to the movement, steering and alignment of the print media does 
not matter, particularly in view of the open ended claiming in claims 1,10,12 and 1 9. One way to limit the claims to having only the media 
carriers/belts do all of the movement, steering and alignment of the print media would be to amend independent claims 1, 10, 12 and 19 to 
recite "consisting of. The examiner takes a similar position with regard to applicant's remarks about the rejections in view of U.S. Patent 
No, 4,877,234 (Mandel). 
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
